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Go ahead for £17m plan 
to build homes and shops

A REDEVELOPMENT plan that will 
see new flats and a retail area built 
in Marsh Farm has been given the 
green light by councillors. 

Luton council wants to demolish 
the Purley Centre and build new 
social housing and a retail area for 
local residents. 

A document submitted to the 
Development Control Committee 
meeting on Wednesday night 
outlined plans for a combination of 
16 flats and maisonettes, three 
blocks of 85 flats, 11 houses and 
1,503 square metres of retail space. 


The authority hopes to begin work 
on the site after Christmas. 
Residents currently living at the site 
will be moved out over the next year 
while work is carried out. 

Contracts drawn up for the scheme 
will mean 20 per cent of the labour 
force will be local and there will be 
an emphasis on encouraging the use 
of local businesses on the project. 

The scheme is expected to cost 
between £15-17million and comes 
after delays to regeneration plans for 
the area over the past few years. 

During Wednesday’s meeting 
Councillor Tom Shaw, said: “This 
scheme hasn’t just appeared. It’s 
been worked on for 16 months. 

“The people of Marsh Farm

themselves have been a major part 
of this. There has been a public con¬ 
sultation and they’ve been part of 
the design group. 

“It’s all social housing, every single 


bit of it. It’s not private, it’s all social 
housing but it’s social housing that’s 
built to a standard that people will 
be proud to live in and that’s the 
main thing about this scheme. 

“It’s going to be affordable rents, 
not market rents or anything else, it 
will be the rents where they can 
afford to live there, afford to get a job 
there and kids can play outside their 
own flats.” 

He added: “It will be the first estate 
built in Luton which is going to have 
CCTV cameras from day one and 
secure entry on all doors leading 
into the blocks of flats. 

“The design group thought it was 
important that we have CCTV cover¬ 
ing all the footpaths and anything 


else because the whole idea of this is 
that kids can play outside, and that’s 
been included.” 

During the consultation on the 
scheme concerns were raised by the 
local NHS health centre about the 
possible impact the new layout 
could have on access for emergency 
vehicles, including medical 
helicopter landings. There was also 
a comment by the Police 
Architectural Liason Officer 
expressing concerns that the layout 
of the new scheme could result in 
increased crime levels.

Airport is fined £75k 
after pensioner’s death

LUTON Airport has been fined 
£75k after a 78-year-old woman 
was killed on a zebra crossing at 
the terminal. 

Mary Whiting, from Norwich, 
was returning from a family 
holiday in 2009 when she was hit 
by a lorry delivering milk. 

At Luton Crown Court on Friday 
the airport was told to pay 
£75,000 in fines and costs of 
£197,595 along with its design 
sub-contractor C-T Aviation 
Solutions Ltd which was fined 
£70,000 and costs of £30,000. 

An investigation by the Health 
and Safety Executive (HSE) had 
found the operators of Luton 
Airport, London Luton Airport 
Operations Ltd (LLAOL), and C-T 
Aviation, guilty of failing to 
ensure the safety of people using 


the airport and contravening 
health and safety regulations. 

LLAOL were also convicted of 
contravening an improvement 
notice but neither company was 
charged with an offence 
specifically relating to the death 
of Mrs Whiting. 

Lorry driver Rossano 
Casagrande had been prosecut¬ 
ed for causing death by careless 
driving but he was cleared by a 
jury in 2010. During his trial the 
layout of a service road and the 
crossing - that have since been 
altered - were criticised. 

The airport had consulted with 
the design firm on the original 
plans. In a trial earlier this year it 
was revealed the zebra crossing 
did not have to conform to regu¬ 
lations for crossings on normal 
roads as it was on private land. 

Passengers used it to reach cars 
parks and drop off points, and 


the road was used for access and 
deliveries. 

The layout had been altered 
during a £1.9 million revamp 
which was completed in March 
2009. 

Judge Philip Bartle QC said: “In 
my view there was a foreseeable 
risk of injury or death to pedes¬ 
trians, and the seriousness is 
that LLAOL exposed 8-9 million 
visitors a year to that risk. 

“In this case Mrs Whiting was 
on a sub standard crossing on the 
access road and without any 
fault by her she was killed.” 

He said LLAOL had not carried 
out their own risk assessment 
but added that the crossing was 
altered following the accident. 

The Judge also said LLAOL had 
an ‘impressive’ safety record 
given the size of their operation 
and number of staff employed at 
the airport.

CAR PARK DEATH MAN IS NAMED 

THE man who died after falling 
from a multi-storey car park has 
been named. 

Patrick Joseph Burns, 67, of 
Shelton Way in Luton, died from 
multiple injuries following the 
incident on October 12. 

The incident saw Silver Street in 
the town centre cordoned off 
while the police and emergency 
services dealt with the situation. 

Coroner David Morris opened 
an inquest into the death on 
Thursday and it was adjourned to 
be held at a later date. 

Following the incident, a 
Bedfordshire Police spokesman 
said: “The police got a call at 
5.23pm that a man had jumped 
from The Mall car park. 

“He has unfortunately died 
from his injuries and the case is 
now with the coroner.” 

WOMAN INDECENTLY ASSAULTED 

POLICE are investigating an 
indecent assault that took place 
in broad daylight. 

The 20-year-old woman was 
assaulted as she walked along 
Churchill Road, Luton, at around 
3.35pm on October 8. 

Three men got out of a grey or 
silver saloon car and approached 
the victim before assaulting her. 
They then got back into the car 
and drove away. 

Bedfordshire Police have 
described the suspects as white 
Eastern European men and are 
approximately 22-years-old. 

Anyone with information can 
contact the force on 101. 

‘ACTION DAY’ FOR BISC0T WARD 

WORKERS from different local 
organisations have been working 
together to tackle issues in part 
of the town. 

A team of council officers, 
councillors, Bedfordshire Police 
and Bedfordshire and Luton Fire 
and Rescue Service has visited 
Biscot as part of an 
‘Environmental Action Day’. 

They were looking for issues 
such as insecure and empty 
properties, overhanging foliage, 
untaxed and abandoned vehicles, 
dog fouling, potholes, skips on 
the highway without a permit, 
fly-tipping, arson risks and not¬ 
ing comments from residents. 

The council said more than 90 
items were identified and would 
be fixed soon as possible. 


Derelict garages are transformed into homes 

THE ribbon has been cut on Griggs 
Gardens, the town’s newest afforda¬ 
ble housing development. 

Officials from Luton Community 
Housing (LCH) and Luton Borough 
Council came together to celebrate 
the success of their partnership 
which has resulted in four new 
homes being built on the site of a 
derelict garage court in Cades Close. 

The site - previously owned by the 
authority - was full of derelict garag¬ 
es and was attracting vandalism. 

Recognising the need to put the 
land to good use, the two organisa¬ 
tions came together to plan how they 
were going to make best use the site 
to benefit the wider community. 

As a result the authority gifted the 
land to LCH who cleared the area 
and developed the scheme. 

The development will allow four 
families to come off the housing 
waiting list. 

Lynda Rees, CEO of Luton 
Community Housing, said: “We are 
delighted to have been able to 
partner with Luton Borough Council 
on this scheme, which is one of two

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Police arrest murder 
suspect in Trinidad

A MAN will be extradited from 
Trinidad after being arrested on 
suspicion of murdering Luton man 
Jordan Maguire. 

Jason Nelson, a Grenadian national, 
aged 30, who formerly lived in Luton, 
was arrested on Wednesday night in 
connection with the fatal stabbing of 
the 20-year-old in his own home in 
Thrales Close on the evening of 
Sunday, May 26. 

The action was taken, following 
close collaboration between 
detectives from Bedfordshire Polices’ 
Major Crime Unit, the Crown 
Prosecution Service, the National 
Crime Agency and the Trinidad and 
Tobago Police Service over the last 
fortnight. 

Following the arrest, there will now 
be a process of extradition from 
Trinidad which could take a number 
of months. 

The brutal murder of Jordan, who 
has been described as a ‘good lad’, 
shocked the community. 

Officers were first called to a prop¬ 
erty in Marsh Farm, by colleagues 
from the Ambulance Service at 
around 8.15pm on Sunday, May 26, 
after they received reports of a 
stabbing.

Firearms units attended the prop¬ 
erty where the 20-year-old was found 
with serious injuries. 

He was rushed to the Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital but was tragically 
pronounced dead shortly afterwards. 

Following the launch of a murder 
investigation by police, his mother, 
Julie Maguire, said: “Everybody loved 
him, everybody knew him. If he was 
in your life then your life was blessed. 

“We are a close family and also he 
had lots of friends who have been very 
supportive to me. 

“He had so very many friends, they 


were like brothers and their lives are 
empty too, just as much as mine is. 

“What’s happened has killed us, it’s 
killed the community, there is no 
laughter any more. 

His cousin, Jason Lake added: “He 
was a good lad and he was sound. He 
kept himself to himself.” 

The Major Crime Unit are still keen 
to hear from anyone who may have 
information that could help this 
investigation. 

The officers can be reached directly 
at their base on 01707 355666 or alter¬ 
natively call 101. 


TAXI drivers in the town are set to meet 
with the police and the council to 
discuss concerns about driver safety. 

On Friday the first meeting of the Taxi 
Forum is set to be held between the 
Luton Borough Drivers Union (LBDU), 
Bedfordshire Police and Luton council. 

Two weeks ago Luton on Sunday 
exclusively revealed how taxi drivers in 
the town were calling for more police 
action following a spate of incidents in 


which drivers were attacked. 

They had staged a protest at Luton 
police station after a driver was beaten 
up near McDonalds in Leagrave on 
September 27. 

After the attack he had been taken to 
the Luton & Dunstable Hospital and 
kept overnight for treatment. 

The LBDU said it had been in 
discussion with both authorities over 
the past fortnight. 


A police spokeswoman said the force 
had organised the meeting so it could 
‘work in partnership with the taxi 
services in Luton’. 

She continued: “The council is also 
participating and in the first meeting 
we will be discussing how we can 
communicate better and how we can 
reassure the taxi community about the 
crimes that have already happened and 
how we deal with crime.”

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Tenants’ houses 
saved by council

THE homes of 27 families who were facing 
eviction have been saved, after Luton 
Borough Council stepped in and bought the 
properties. 

The buy has been described as a ‘great deal’ 
by the authority’s portfolio holder for housing, 
Cllr Tom Shaw, as it includes an additional 
nine properties which will be used to house 
families on the council’s waiting list. 

Devastated tenants first spoke of their shock 
in January, when they were each served with a 
‘notice to quit’, which meant that they would 
have to be out for their homes, which were 
then owned by the Highways Agency, within 
two months. 

At the time, the residents claimed that they 
had been told that their properties were safe 
for at least another three years. 

The homes near junction 11 of the Ml in 
Luton were originally bought by the Highways 
Agency for the motorway widening scheme to 
take place, and were rented out. 

However, in 2009 the scheme changed and 
the houses were no longer required. They were 
then offered to tenants to buy or put up for 
sale, until January, when the households were 
each served with a notice to quit. 


But after months of meetings and 
speculation, the residents were informed last 
week that they would be able to stay put as the 
authority had struck a deal and purchased the 
homes. 

Following the announcement Councillor 
Shaw said: “There were lots of very smiley 
faces after the announcement was made at the 
final meeting last Saturday. 

“These are homes that 27 tenants live in, 
some who have lived there for 15 to 20 years, so 
theses families were understandably very 
worried about losing there properties. 

“We managed to convince the council to 
borrow money to buy the houses for a very 
reasonable price - and in fact the deal includes 
nine currently vacant properties. 

“Once refurbished this means that nine 
families can come off of the waiting list, and 
move into the houses, which will be adapted 
for full disabled access.” 

He added: “If the unthinkable had happened 
and the tenants had been evicted, the council 
would have been responsible for housing the 
27 families, which in the short term would 
probably have meant paying for bed and 
breakfast hotels. 

“Therefore this is a great deal makes busi¬ 
ness sense in the long term and the fact nine 
additional families will also be able to move 
into homes makes it even better.”

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Jury finds £1.2m 
tax cheat guilty

A BUSINESSMAN who rent¬ 
ed office space in the town 
centre has been found guilty 
of cheating HM Revenue out 
of income tax and VAT 
totalling £1.2 million. 

Mohammed Farook, 53, of 
Old Bedford Road, was found 
guilty in his absence by a jury 
at Luton Crown Court who 
heard how he failed to make 
payments for more than 11 
years. Following the verdicts, 


sentence on Farook, who was 
not present at his trial, was 
adjourned for two weeks. 

The two charges covered 
the period of January 1, 2001 
to September 23, 2012 and 
the jury retired for less than 
an hour to bring in guilty 
verdicts on both charges. 

The money should have 
been paid based on the rent 
he charged to tenants, 
including Luton council, at 
Stuart House in Luton town 
centre. He had bought the 
office block for £1.25 million 
in November 2001. 


An accountant from the 
council was carrying out a 
review of council expendi¬ 
ture on the property in 2011 
when it was discovered that 
Mr Farook’s VAT number was 
invalid. 

It had been cancelled by the 
Revenue nine years earlier as 
no payments had ever been 
received from the business¬ 
man. 

When Mr Farook was 
arrested in 2011 he said he 
didn’t think he had to pay tax 
because he spent so much 
time living out of the UK.

Lib Dems hold seat

Following the announce¬ 
ment of the results, the Luton 
Lib Dems tweeted: “Clive 
Mead has been elected as 
Barnfield’s new Councillor, 
following Alan Skepelhorn’s 
win in Wigmore. 

“Another excellent WIN 
against Labour.” 


Mr Mead replaces Lib Dem 
Martin Pantling who 
announced that he was 
‘reluctantly’ stepping down 
from the seat in September. 

Mr Pantling, who represent¬ 
ed residents in the Barnfield 
ward, made the decision after 
taking up a new role which 


would make it impossible to 
continue with the authority. 

Following the announce¬ 
ment he said: “It has been a 
great privilege to represent 
Barnfield residents for the 
past ten years during which 
time I have met many people 
and made some good friends.”

Descriptions of non 
micro-chipped animals 
should be published 
every week and any 
animals unclaimed after, 
say, eight weeks could 
then be sent to the pet 
crematorium. 

This would ensure that 
at least people have a 
chance to find out what 
has happened when 
their pet goes missing, 
make arrangements and 
start to come to terms 
with their loss.

No 
number of unexplained items 
in the bagging area, which are 
invariably my fault, for pack¬ 
ing too quickly, too slowly, or 
not stopping the children 
sitting there, will deter her. 

Have you noticed all those 
doing it themselves have a 
self-satisfied air, looking 
down on poor idiots like me 
who feel the need to be 
involved with a real person. 

Or dislike having a machine 
talk to them, or order them 
about. The trouble is that 
self-serving is really a way of 
supermarkets saving money. 

How long will it be before 
those that like the human 
touch will be charged for it? 
Or simply removed for being 
an unexplained item in the 
queuing area.

New figures show 
fall in crime levels

CRIME levels in the county 
have dropped, according to 
official figures published 
this week. 

Bedfordshire’s overall crime 
rate fell by six per cent in the 
12 month period to June 2013. 

There were 56.6 crimes 
committed for every 1,000 
people, compared with the 
rate of 62.1 crimes per 1,000 
for England and Wales. 

Robbery went down by 28 
per cent and there was an 18 


per cent fall in the sub cate¬ 
gory of serious violence with 
injury. 

However, there was a 42 per 
cent increase in sexual 
offences. This has been 
attributed by police to the 
publicity surrounding the 
‘Operation Yewtree’ investi¬ 
gation into accusations 
against Jimmy Savile and the 
force’s own work tackling sex 
trade issues in Luton. 

Nationally the amount of 
sexual offences reported rose 
by about a tenth, but overall 
crime fell by seven per cent. 


Bedfordshire Police’s Chief 
Constable, Colette Paul, said 
the figures were ‘fantastic 
news for the people of 
Bedfordshire and for every¬ 
one at Bedfordshire Police 
who works so tirelessly to 
fight crime and protect the 
public’. 

She added: “We have some 
way to go with satisfying 
victims and there are of 
course still areas where we 
need to work even harder and 
be more creative with the 
resources we have to keep 
reducing crime.”

“£45,000 is a lot of money, 
but each vehicle takes 
around 200 man hours to 
complete.” 

Having been featured on 
television programmes 
including Top Gear, the 
company has also estab¬ 
lished itself as providing the 
vehicles of choice for the 
legendary Dakar Rally 
desert race. 

Moving forward, Rage 
Motorsport hopes to achieve 
‘European small series type 
approval’ - a process which 
ensures that vehicles meet 
relevant environmental, 
safety and security stand¬ 


ards for a road legal status in 
Europe. 

“This would take the busi¬ 
ness to the next stage,” said 
Antony. “We know there is 
huge demand for the buggies 
in Europe, but to secure this 
status we will need funding.” 

Pleasantries over and 
strapped into the buggy, I 
started to feel slightly like 
The Stig of Top Gear fame. 

“You’re not allowed to 
scream”, said Antony sec¬ 
onds before he took me out 
for a spin. With the roar of 
the engine and the wind- 
pummelling my helmet, I 
can honestly say it was a 
truly exhilarating. 

But now I’m converted, I 
had better start saving!

Society as a whole has never been less exposed to death. As a result, fear of the unknown means 
that people sometimes avoid others who are ill or dying, and do not feel able to support them. 

"The thought of dying scares most people. 

However, a bit of thought now will make things easier for you and your family later." 

Why should I talk about death? Isn't it morbid? 


Not at all! We all live and we all die, and life is something to be celebrated 
through to death. 

Talking about dying and death is something people understandably feel 
uncomfortable about, but it is something we all need to do - otherwise we (or 
our loved ones) may not die in the way we want. 


Not talking about dying and death has many 
unwanted consequences: 

• If relatives and loved ones do not know a person's preferences, they may 
make decisions about care the dying person does not want 

• Close relatives may be unaware of how best to help and support a person 
who is approaching death 

• Those nearing death may feel isolated, distressed or frightened, which can 
impact on the level of pain they experience 

• People may die without writing a will, or relatives may be unsure about 
funeral wishes 


We are all fortunate to live at a time and in a society where most people live 
healthy lives through to old age. Increased life expectancy and a steep decline in 
the numbers of deaths from disease have made death a taboo subject. 

Today, many more people live to old age and tend to die outside the home. This means 
that many people do not experience a family member or close friend dying until they 
are into their mid-life, and it is even less common to have seen a dead body.

IN the build-up to this encounter, Tamworth 
manager Dale Belford proclaimed the Hatters' 
visit as a “David v Goliath” affair. 

In the end, a mixture of sloppy defending and 
potent finishing saw a much tighter end result 
than Belford had predicted as Luton only just 
put the Lambs to slaughter in another seven- 
goal Skrill Premier classic.

“In the first game, I thought the combi¬ 
nation of Gerrard and Lampard was 
good and I thought he was brave enough 
to change that for the second one, think¬ 
ing that maybe they might need some¬ 
one a touch more defensive in Carrick, 
who I think is a terrific player. 

“I think he found another answer to a 
possible question somewhere along the 
way. 

“Can we play without Ashley Cole? Yes, 
we can; Leighton Baines was fantastic. 
“He wasn’t afraid to bring an untried 
player in and become the star of the 
show in Andros Townsend. 

“He was brave, he was positive, he felt 
we had to win two games, and we won 
two games. Can’t do more than that.” 

However, he does not believe England, 
or the majority of European teams, are 
capable of winning the tournament, 
which starts in June. 

“I actually think, other than Spain, I’m 
not sure a European team can win it,” 
said Still. Spain might be able to do it, I 
think Germany will find it tough.

However Mark Tyler, between the 
sticks for the 200th time in a Hatters 
shirt, and his battered backline 
stood firm to hand the visitors a 
sixth win in eight games, although 
Still believes some of the credit 
should go to the hosts. 

“From the first whistle, they have 
played it like a one-off tie,” said a 
sodden Still. 

“They have launched it forward, 
they have thrown it from every¬ 
where. Whoever you are playing, 
that is not easy to play against. 

“They played with a passion. They 
played with a power and tempo and 
as one of their boys that used to 


play for me many years ago said 
‘that is their game’ but in the end 
we dealt with it. 

“I will give them the credit they 
deserve because they played really 
well but we have come through 
another test.” 

With an electric atmosphere, gen¬ 
erated largely by Town’s 1,199 fans, 
Still insisted that his side’s support 
did not allow Luton to take things 
easy after striding into a three-goal 
lead. 


“Never once did the foot come off 
the gas,” said the Hatters supremo. 

“If it had then we would have been 
beaten. 

“Some players may not have 
reacted that well in defensive areas 
but the players gave everything 
they had whether they played well 
or not.” 

After Town’s well-documented 
sluggish goal-scoring start to the 
campaign, they have now netted 25 
times in just eight matches and Still 


is naturally delighted with his side’s 
current end product. 

“From the first two goals scored 
by [Jonathan] Smith and Andy 
Parry to [Paul] Benson’s couple, we 
are really showing we have some 
might up front now,” said Still. 

“Benno’s goals were well-worked 
efforts and that is really pleasing. 

“We are showing we can score all 
types of goals now and we just have 
to keep up this momentum because 
we are getting the results we need.”
